The Leg islature Will be Asked 


to Pass a Bill Along 


This Line. 


Among the many important matters 
which the State board >f health will 
bring to the notice of the nex t Leg is­ 
lature will be a request that the board 
be g iv en superv ision ov er the water 
supplies of the State. 
H. E 
Barnard, chief chemist for 
the board of health, has drawn a ten­ 
tativ e bill which he has presented to 
the. State board for their approv al 
The bill is entitled, “ An act to pro­ 
tect the purity of the waters and to 
require consultation 
with the State 
board of health reg arding the estab­ 
lishment of sy stems of water supply , 
drainag e and sewerag e.” 
According to the bill the State board 
is to hav e the g eneral ov ersig ht and 
care of all the waters of the State. 
The 
board 
may employ eng ineers, 
clerks and other assistants. 
It is pro­ 
v ided that the board shall recommend 
leg islation and suitable plans for such 
sy stems of mainf sewer* a* it may deem 
necessary tor the preserv ation of the 
public health and for the purification 
and prev ention of pollution of the 
ponds, streams ami inland waters of 
the State. 
The board is g iv en antliority to con­ 
sult with ami adv ise the authorities 
of cities and towns or corporations, 
firms or indiv iduals intending to in­ 
troduce sy stems of 
water 
supply , 
drainag e or sewag e. 
The terms of the bill require that 
corporation* or indiv iduals intending 
to eng ag e in manufacturing or other 
business that may tend to pollution of 
the inland waters of the State shall 
g iv e 
notice to the State board of 
health of thier intentions and that 
they submi outlines of their proposed 
plans. 
All petitions to the Leg islature for 
authority to introduce sy stems of wa 
ter supply , drainag e ami sewag e must 
be &ccomi>anied by recommendations 
and adv ice from the board of health. 
The board is required to bring to the 
notice of the Attorney General all ex ­ 
amples of failure to comply with ex 
istiug laws in reg ard to the ix dlution 
of water supplies and inland waters.

“ During hundreds of day s spent in 
fields collecting , not a sing le specimen 
of the long form was taken after that 
until Aug ust 1st. 19 02, when it was 
found in number* on tliestems of long 
g rass in a marsh bordering Round lake, 
WhiIcily 
¿ county . 
Many , J howev er, 
hav e lu'cn taken from the walks and 
streets of Northern Indiana, but none 
as y et in the south half of the State. 
Where the insect feeds and broods is 
unknown. 
It is ev idently a Hoosier 
bug throug h ami throug h. 
“ It appear* to reach maturity about 
.Tulv 15th, and at timer usually during 
Aug ust, g reat * war in* of them fall in 
my riad* in cities and towns. 
Liv e 
specimen* hav e been found as late as 
December. 
Little is known of their 
life habits. 
When disturbed they are 
v on hard to capture, making enor­ 
mous leaps w’ith their stout hind leg s, 
no sooner striking the g round than 
they are up ag ain, ev en if not. pursued, 
until they find a leaf or shelter under 
which they may hide. 
“ They appear 
to he omniv orous, 
feeding upon carion and g rasses with 
equal av idity . 
Thoug h small in size, 
their enormous numbers as well as the 
fact that they are g reedy feeders ren­ 
ders 
them 
particularly 
injurious. 
The ag g reg ate 
damag e which they 
cause to g rass and kindred 
plants 
must be g reat anil there is little doubt 
but that this its the other species of 
the g enus should be classed among 
those insects hig hly destrnciv e to for­ 
ag e pla nts.”

1902. prov iding except tha t in case 
of an em ergency, work upon gov ern­ 
ment buildings, ships and o the r prop­ 
erties shall he lim ited to eight hours 
each day for each w-orkman. 
An effort was m ade by the forces of 
organized labor during the last session 
of congress to secure legislation to 
this end, but so effectiv e w as the op­ 
position of the great c o ntracting firms

ad journm ent 
w as had 
without 
any 
action 
upon 
the 
pe n d in g - bill, 
though the house com m ittee on labor 
consum ed m any hours in listening to 
powerful a rg um e n ts on either side of 
the question. 
H eretofore it has been the practice 
of executiv e officers when com plaint 
was m ade by labor unions that the 
eight-hour law was being v iolated by 
co ntracto rs building ships, co nstruct­ 
ing public huiidings. engaged In riv er 
and harbo r works, and o the r public 
enterprises, to reply that it was not 
their business; that the law was bind­ 
ing tipon the con tracto rs and that if 
the labor unions felt aggriev ed and 
knew of v iolations of the law, they 
should

against the offenders.

ions asserted that it was alm ost im 
possible for them to secure the nec­ 
essary ev idence and that they had not 
the m oney to e n g a g e in a legal strug
